ANDREW H. GREEN 


SHOT AND KILLED 


Now 
York, 
Nov. 14.—Andrew 
H. 
3reen, the "Father of Greater 
New 
York," and one of the city's oldest ci?*d 
most remarkable citizens, waa shot and 
instantly killed on the steps of his» 
home, on Park avenue, by Cornelius 
M, Williams, a negro, who is believed 
to be insane. 


The shooting-was evidently the out- 
come of an insane delusion on the 
part of the negro that Mr, Green had 
slandered him, for, Avhen he was asked 
why he had committed the murder, 
he replied: "I did it to save my char- 
acler." 


There were three witnesses of the 
tragedy, Mrs. Anna Bray, a domestic 
in Mr. Green's family; Emil Michel- 
6en, an errand boy, and Patrick Dyer, 
a cabman. 
According to these wit- 
nos -OS, the nep^ro must have been wait- 
ing i'ov Mr. Green to come home from 
hitf* it ce. 
When he alighted from a 
car, i/i the tunnel at Fortieth street, 
he W/jked slowly towards his resi- 
dence, almost directly across the street 
The negro was standing in the vesti- 
bule of the house, and as Mr. Green 
started to ascend the steps leading to 
the hall door, Williams advanced to- 
wards him. 
There was a brief inter- 
change of words, and then the negro 
drew a revolver and llred five shots in 
rapid succession. 
Mr, Green sank to 
the stone pavement, blood streaming 
from his head, while his 
murderer, 
returning the revolver to his pocket, 
leaned against the Vailing of the stoop, 
as if awaiting arrest. 


William H. Burns, carriage starter 
for the Murray Hill Hotel, was one of 
the first to reach the negro, whom he 
seized as he was about to walk away 
and turned over to a policeman and a 
detective, who rushed up a moment 
later. 
A physician was on the spot 
almost Immediately and 
pronounced 
Mr. Green to be dead. As the negro's 
aged victim fell, a young woman rush- 
ed out of the house and took the dead 
or dying man's head in her lap, at 
the aAme time calling upon him, in 
piteous tones', to speak to her. As she 
tried in vain to get a response, Wil- 
liams turned upon 
his victim 
and 
shouted: 


"Damn you, I told you I would get 
even with you." 


One of the negro's bullets imbedded 
itself in the ceiling of the vestibule. 
It is believed that all of the others took 
effect. 
A cursory examination by a 
physician and the coroner revealed one 
wound in the left side of the head, 
one in the left temple and another at 
the base of the brain. 
Any one was 
sufficient to cause death. 


Williams 
appeared to be perfectly 
self-possessed and acted as though he 
felt he had performed a meritorious 
deed. He is a well-built man, of aver- 
age height, and of not unpleasant fea- 
tures. 
The prisoner answered, with- 
out hesitation or any show of irrita- 
tion, all questions put to him and spoke 
like a man firm in the conviction that 
he had been deeply wronged by the 
man he had murdered. 


He told a rambling story about a col- 
ored woman, Mrs. Bessie Davis, who, 
until about four months ago, kept a 
lodging house 
for 
negroes in West 
53d street, who, he said, had circu- 
lated statements derogatory 
to 
his 
character, and against whom he had 
been trying to bring suit for |20,000 
for slander. The trouble, he said, dat- 
ed back to the year 1895, when he was 
one of her lodgers. 
Her stories reach- 
ed tho congregation of the Mount Olive 
Church, of which lie was an attend- 
ant, and he was forced to give up his 
membership there because his fellow 
worshippers pointed the finger of scorn 
at him. 
Her slanders, continuing over 
eight years, cost him neariy all his 
friends. 


"I'm not sorry I shot him," exclaim- 
ed the prisoner "he got what he de- 
served. 
I may not be justified by so- 
ciety, but I'm justified in the eyes of 
God, I'm willing to go to the electric 
chair, if necessary, to vindicate my 
character/' 


$1,500,000 For Missions. 


Omaha, Neb., Nov. 17.--The general 
missionary committee of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, which has been 
in conference for.a week, closed after 
appropriating sums for the foreign and

.ROBBED C)iLTMv)r-;E ESTATE 


Tha Cashier and Timekctper Indicted 
For EmbcMling 
$11,000. 


Ashevllle, N. C,, Nov, 17.—Daniel 
C. Champlain, former mayor of Bilt- 
more and cashier of the Blltmore es- 
tate, and George R. Tonnant, hereto- 
fore timekeeper for the estate, were 
indicted by the grand jury of the Su- 
perior Court for embezzlement of $11,- 
000 of the funds from George W, Van- 
derhilt. 
Both men have left tho state 
and their whereabouts are unknown. 
The linding of the grand jury is the 
result of investigations which 
have 
been 
conducted 
for 
the 
last 
two 
months. 
When the rumors of pecu- 
lation of the estate moneys were first 
started a general denial was made at 
the oinoes.

There has been 
no run on the bank.

FOUND DEAD IN BATHROOM 


Chevalier Fetich, Ex-ltaiian Ambassa- 
dor to McxicOi Died of Apoplexy. 
New York, Nov, 10.—In the bath- 
room of his home in Ninth avenue was 
found the body of Chevalier 
Luigi 
PeLic:., former anibassa Icr of Italy to 
Mexico. He had been dead for three 
days, and apoplt='":y is said to have 
been thecauee of 
death. 
Chevalier 
Petich, who v/as 65 years old, was a 
man of many attainments, a scientist, 
inventor and scholar, but withal a 
recluse. Only on? person of the nei.^Ti- 
borhood in which he lived is known 
to have ever talked with the chevalier. 


Chevalicjr Petich came to the United 
States a few years ago with the in- 
tention of recouping his fortunes so 
that he might go to Buenos Ayros, 
where his wife is living. A dispossess 
notice was served upon him last Wed- 
nesday. Among his effects were found 
a small amount of money, a jeweled 
sword and chapeau and a handsomely 
engrossed set of resolutions eulogistic 
ol the chevalier, signed by 100 dele- 
gates of a diplomatic convention held 
in Antv/erp in 18555,

SENATOR DIETRICH 


UNDER INDICTMENT 


Omaha, 
Nov. 17.—The federal 


graud 
jury has 
returned true bills 
ugainst United Slates Senator Charles 
H. 
Dirtrlch 
and 
Postmaster 
Jacob 
Fisher, 
of 
Hastings, Neb., charging 
them with conspiracy and bribery in 
connection with 
tho appointment of 
Fisher to tho position of postmaster. 
When the indictments were brought 
into the United States District Court, 
Judge Munger presiding, and were plac- 
ed on hie vhe court merely accepted 
the report of the grand jury, making 
no remarks on Its contents beyond 
making an order to tho clerk for filing 
of the bills. 


The indl^. traont against Senator Diet- 
rich charges that he accepted money 
aud property in consideration of his 
recommending Fisher for appointment 
as 
v»05tmaster 
at 
Hastings. 
That 
against Postmaster Fisher charges him 
wiih making an agreement with Sena- 
tor Dietricli by which the former was 
to pay in property and money $13u0 
for securin^^to Fisher the appointment. 
The last witness called before tho 
grand jury was William 
Dutton, 
a 
hardware merchant of Hastings. 
Ac- 
cording to Dutton's testimony he (Dutr 
ton) acted as intermediary in all tho 
alleged transactions between the in- 
dicted men, and after hearing his evi- 
dence the grand jury excused the re- 
maining witnesses who had not testi- 
fied and at once prepared Its report 
to Judge Munger. 


Fnur otlier cases, said to be of a 
similar nature, are being investigated 
by the grand jury, and a report on all 
or part of them Is expected very soon. 
All are cases in which postofllces and 
postmasters 
are 
concerned. 


This indictment Is said to be the first 
ever ret.;rned against a United States 
senator on charges of this nature, and 
caused ijitense eccitement in govern- 
ment ofTicial circles in Omaha and in 
adojining towns when it became pub- 
lic. What action will be taken, if any, 
to appri hend Senator Dietrich, could 
not be learned,, ^ 


The $ectHrn under which the indict- 
ments are dra.vn is Section 1783 of 
the revised 
statutes of 
the 
United 
States, 
wliich 
provides 
that 
every 
member of congress or any ofllcer or 
agent of the government who accepts 
any money or other valuable consid- 
eration from any person procuring or 
aiding to procure any contract for 
office from the government from any 
poreon whatover shall be guilty of a 
miKdemonnor, and shall bo Imprisoned 
for not i-:ore than two years and fined 
not more than $2O00, and any such con- 
tract or agreement may, at the option 
of the president, be declared absolute- 
ly null and void, and any member of 
congress or any ofilcer convicted of 
a violation of this section shall be dis- 
qualified from holding any oflice of 
honor, pn-lit or trust under the gov- 
ernment of the United States,

ANDREW H. GREEN 
SHOT AND KILLED 


Now York, Nov. 14.—Andrew H. 
Green» the “Father of Greater 
New 
York,’* and one of the city’s oldest ci?»d 
most remarkable citizens, was shot and 
instantly killed on the steps of hii> 
home, on Park avenue, by Cornelius 
M. WIlliamB, a negro, who is believed 
to be insane. 
The shooting-was evidently the out­ 
come of an insane delusion on the 
part of the negro that Mr. Green had 
slandered him, for, Avhen he was asked 
why he had committed the murder, 
he replied: ‘1 did it to save my char­ 
acter/’ 
There were three witnesses of the 
tragedy, Mrs. Anna Bray, a domestic 
in Mr. Green’s family; Emil Michel- 
6en, an errand boy, and Patrick Dyer, 
a cabman. 
According to these wit- 
nos 'OS, the nepjro must have been wait­ 
ing i'ov Mr. Green to come home from 
hiif* itce. 
When he alighted from a 
car, 1/i the tunnel at Fortieth street, 
he W/jked slowly towards his resi­ 
dence, almost directly across the street 
The nt^grb was standing in the vesti­ 
bule of the house, and as Mr. Green 
started to ascend the steps leading to 
the hall door, Williams advanced to­ 
wards him. 
There was a brief inter­ 
change of words, and then the negro 
drew a revolver and ilred five shots in 
rapid succession. 
Mr. Green sank to 
the stone pavement, blood streaming 
from his head, while his murderer, 
returning the revolver to his pocket, 
leaned against the Vailing of the stoop, 
as if awaiting arrost. 
William H. Burns, carriage starter 
for the Murray Hill Hotel, was one of 
the first to reach the negro, whom he 
seized as he was about to walk away 
and turned over to a policeman and a 
detective, who rushed up a moment 
later. 
A physician was on the spot 
almost immediately and 
pronounced 
Mr. Green to be doad. As the negro's 
aged victim fell, a young woman rush­ 
ed out of the house and took the dead 
or dying man's head in her lap, at 
the i^me time galling upon him, in 
piteous tones', to speak to her. As she 
tried in vain to get a response, Wil­ 
liams turned upon 
his victim 
and 
shouted: 
‘‘Damn you, I told you I would get 
even with you." 
One of the negro's bullets Imbedded 
itself in the ceiling of the vestibule. 
It is believed that all of the others took 
effect. 
A cursory examination by a 
physician and the coroner revealed one 
wound in the left side of the head, 
one in the left temple and another at 
the base of tho brain. 
Any one was 
sufflcient to cause death. 
Williams 
appeared to be perfectly 
self-possessed and acted as though he 
felt he had performed a meritorious 
deed. He is a well-built man, of aver­ 
age height, and of not unpleasant fea­ 
tures. 
The prisoner answered, with­ 
out hesitation or any show of irrita­ 
tion, all questions put to him and spoke 
like a man firm in the conviction that 
he had been deeply WTonged by the 
man he had murdered. 
He told a rambling story about a col­ 
ored woman, Mrs, Bessie Davis, who, 
until about four months ago, kept a 
lodging house 
for 
negroes in West 
53d street, who, he said, had circu­ 
lated statements derogatory 
to 
his 
character, and against whom he had 
been trying to bring suit for |20,000 
for slander. The trouble, he said, dat­ 
ed back to the year 1895, when he was 
one of her lodgers. Her stories reach­ 
ed the congregation of the Mount Olive 
Church, of which he was an attend­ 
ant, and he was forced to give up his 
membership there because his fellow 
worshippers pointed the finger of scorn 
at him. Her slanders, continuing over 
eight years, cost him neariy all his 
friends. 
“I'm not sorry I shot him,'* exclaim­ 
ed the prisoner "he got what he de­ 
served. I may not be justified by so­ 
ciety, but Tm justified in the eyes ot 
God. I'm willing to go to the electric 
chair, if necessary, to vindicate my 
character/'

fore timekeeper for the estate, were 
indicted by the grand jury of the Su­ 
perior Court for embezzlement of $11,- 
000 of the funds from George W. Van­ 
derbilt. Both men have left tho state 
and their whereabouts are unknown.

FOUND DEAD IN BATHROOM 


Chevalier Petich, Ex-Italian Ambassa­ 
dor to Mexico, Died of Apoplexy, 
New York, Nov. 10.—In the bath­ 
room of his home in Ninth avenue was 
found the body of Chevalier Luigi 
PeLic^, former ambassa .lcr of Italy to 
Mexico. He had been dead for three 
days, and apoplp'ty is said to have 
been thecause of

Chevalier 
Petich, who v/as 65 years old, was a 
man of many attainm.ents, a scientist, 
inventor and scholar, but withal a 
recluse. Only one person of the neigh­ 
borhood in which he lived is known 
to have ever talked with the chevalier.

States a few years ago with the in­ 
tention of recouping his fortunes so 
that he might go to Buenos Ayres, 
where his wife is living.

Among his effects were found 
a small amount of money, a jeweled 
sword and chapeau and a handsomely 
engrossed set of resolutions eulogistic 
oi the chevalier, signed by 100 dele­ 
gates of a diplomatic convention held 
in Antv/erp in 1835.

SENATOR DIETRICH 
UNDER INDICTMENT 


Omaha, lU b,, Nov. 17.—The federal 
gracid 
jury has 
returned true bills 
ugainst United Slates Senator Charles 
H. 
Dictrich 
and Postmaster Jacob 
Fisher, 
of Hastings, Neb., charging 
them with conspiracy and bribery in 
connection with tho appointment of 
Fisher to tho position of postmaster. 
When the indictments were brought 
into the United States District Court, 
Judge Munger presiding, and were plac­ 
ed on hie the court merely accepted 
the report of the grand jury, making 
no remarks on its contents beyond 
making an order to tho clerk for filing 
of the bills. 
The indlvtment against Senator Diet- 
rich charges that he accepted money 
and property in consideration of his 
recommending Fisher for appointment 
as 
postmaster 
at 
Hastings. 
That 
against Postmaster Fisher charges him 
with making an agreement with Sena­ 
tor Dietricn by which the former was 
to pay in property and money |13u0 
for securin^;rto Fisher the appointment. 
The last witness called before the 
grand jury was William Dutton, a 
hardware merchant of Hastings. 
Ac­ 
cording to Dutton’s testimony he (Dutr 
ton) acted as intermediary in all tho 
alleged transactions between the in­ 
dicted men, and after hearing his evi* 
dence the grand jury excused the re­ 
maining witnesses who had not testi­ 
fied and at once prepared its report 
to Judge Munger. 
Four otlior cases, said to be of a 
similar nature, are being investigated 
by the grand jury, and a report on all 
or part of them is expected very soon. 
All are cases in which postofilces and 
postmasters are concerned. 
This indictment is said to be the first 
ever rot.;rned against a United States 
senator on charges of this nature, and 
caused intense occitement in govern­ 
ment official circles in Omaha and in 
adojlning towns when it became pub­ 
lic. W hat action will be taken, if any, 
to apprt-hend Senator Dietrich, could 
not be learpftc],, ^ 
^ 
The j?ecti<rn under which the indict­ 
ments are dra.vn is Section 1781 of 
the revised statutes of the United 
States, 
wliich 
provides that 
every 
member of congress or any officer or 
agent of the government who accepts 
any money or other valuable consid­ 
eration from any person procuring or 
aiding to procure any contract for 
office from the government from any 
person whatever shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be Imprisoned 
for not More than two years and fined 
not more than $2000, and any such con­ 
tract or agreement may, at the option 
of the president, be declared absolute­ 
ly null and void, and any member of 
congress or any ofiîcer convicted of 
a violation of this section shall be dis­ 
qualified from holding any office of 
honor, pn*nt or trust under the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. 


Result of Political Quarrel, 
Washington, Nov. 17.—Senator Die­ 
trich and Editor Rosewater, of tho 
Omaha Bee, arrived in this city, and 
all inquirers as to tho indictment of 
the senator were referred to Mr. Rose- 
water, who declared tnat the Indict­ 
ments were the result of a political 
quarrel.

The buds and flow- 
ers of this species were often depicted 
on monuments as early as 3000 years 
before Christ, When the tomb of Ha- 
meses II. was opened in ISSl, some of 
the petals of both pink and white lotus 
flowers were found. He reigned 1300 
B, C., and these frail bits of a flower 
survived where monuments of stone 
and brass had crumbled to pieces. The 
lotus has been invested with many 
sacred attributes. On the Nile it meant 
fertility. 
The language of the lotus 
reads, "A tree whose fruit is so sweet 
that when foreigners once taste of it 
they forget their own country."—The 
Delineator.

In each case these flgures 
show an advance over those of the 
preceding year, which fact has led our 
authority into making some interesting 
prophecies. At the rate of distribution 
recorded for the past year, it is esti- 
mated that the life Insurance com- 
panies of 
New 
York (exclusive of 
Brooklyn) are pledged to pay some- 
thing like $400.000,000 to the citizens

Computation of the ICwinl^M 


Afloot on tho AUnntlc. 


A German investigator named Boy- 
sen has Issued at Berlin a pamphlet 
containing the result of patient and 
careful research regarding the curious 
problem of what Is the human popula- 
tion afloat on the Atlantic Oceaii. First 
he spent a long time collecting statls* 
tics from every port, showing the num- 
ber of ships plying betweoil the vari* 
0U9 Atlantic ports, the number of per- 
sons aboard them and the number of 
days spent at sea. 
He gathered all 
attainable data on these points cover- 
ing an entire year, and by skillful com- 
bination of his facts be was able t« 
reach some 
interesting 
conclusions, 
though In the nature of things he could 
not attain a high degree of exacti- 
tude. He was unable, for instance, ta 
obtain 
satisfactory data 
concerning 
warships and the fishing fleets on the 
Atlantic, and so he left them entirely 
out of his calculations. 


Herr Boysen fpund that for the yeai 
under investigation there was a daily 
average of 3651 sailing vessels at sea. 
with 44,S99 men in their crews. Every 
day also 1504 steamships, with crows 
numbering 53.2G3, and 32,565 passen- 
gers were afloat on the Atlantic. This 
made a daily average for the year of 
5155 vessels and 130,727 persons spread 
over the whole Atlantic surface. 


The density of the occan population 
was still more difficult to get at. Of 
course there arc wide areas of thf 
ocean which are seldom visited by veS' 
sols, and for the entire Atlantic Hen 
Boysen found that the average density 
of population for the year he investl 
gated was only 0.002 per square kilo 
meter (about three-fifths of a squar« 
inlle), which is comparable with thi 
extremely small density of population 
among the hunter and fisher folk of 
the northern half of North America 
The density was more considerable, of 
course, 
along 
well 
traveled 
oceat 
routes, and Boysen found that betweer 
the British coasts and North America 
the mean density of this 
fluctuating 
population was 0.01 per square kilo 
meter, which is about equal to the 
density of population along the Arcti< 
Coast of Siberia, where there are s 
good many Yakuts and Chukchees; and 
upon the route from England to Gib 
ralta, the density was 0.025 per square 
kilometer, as iu Patagonia and Terrc 
del Fuego. The most thickly populat 
ed part of the sea. tlie English Chan 
nel, where the average density is 0.07 
Is comparable with the population scat 
tered over Yakutsk, Siberia.

Musbroomi, 


There are many thousands of tpecler 
of fungi. Among them are a few pra 
lific species which contain a deadly 
poison, and which annually cause dis 
ti'essing deaths. There are also a few, 
species which contain minor poison«, 
again, a few that can be eaten by the 
majority of persons, but that will affect 
others disagreeably. 
All of these spe- 
cies resemble the common field mush« 
room In one or more particulars, yef 
if ordinary care is taken to know the 
mushroom, there is not the slightest 
danger of mistaking any other specie«, 
either poisonous or edible, for it. The 
mushroom must be known by its ap 
pearance and by its place of growth 


To find the mushroom (Agaricus cam- 
pestris) at home one must visit o 
sodded pasture, grassy lane or welli 
manured lawn. 
Here the tumble-bug 
buries the seed in the ball containing 
its eggs, or pasturing klne ti-amp them 
into soil which favors their germina- 
tion and the growth of the M'eb-like 
vine from which the mushroom is pro- 
duced. A mushroom is a fruit. Crops 
are often found in April, May and 
June, but it is }ate in August, Septem- 
ber and well into the colder months 
tliat the m^in crop is produced.— 
fta'fl Uome Coxopauioo.

An analysis of the cases of consump­ 
tion in Marburg, Germany, show'ed that 
four-flfths of those affected belong to 
the poorest flftn of the population. It 
was further found that thirty-four per 
cent, of all of the cases occurred lu 
2.6 per cent, of the entire 1503 dwell­ 
ings in the city, while 59.2 per cont. 
of all the cases among the poor oc­ 
curred in 33.6 per cent, of the houses 
occupied by them. 


The development of the carborunclnin 
Industry led to the m.'xnufacturc of ar­ 
tificial graphite, w'hlch Is now pro­ 
duced by passing the amorphous car­ 
bon through the electric furnace and 
obtaining a pure graphite w’ith merely 
a fraction of one per cent, of ash. Kven 
the direct graphization of anthracite 
coals has been successfully accom­ 
plished, a granular graphite being ob­ 
tained which can be extensively used 
for lubricating purposes. The annual 
output Is more than -000,000 pounds. 


“Little has been heard of late,” says 
the London Electrician, “concerning 
the Edison new storage battery, but 
Mr. Edison now' saj's that he is making 
one set per day, and that he Avill soon 
be making two. It seems that all the 
machinery was ready for turning out 
the batteries in great numbers last 
winter, but that a method was found 
by which it was possible to reduce the 
time occupied for <rharging, nnd on this 
account all the machinery had to be 
remodelled. 
If, indeed, the new bat­ 
tery can make possible a commercial 
sj'stem of accumlator traction, so as 
to compete with petx'ol, Mr. Edison will 
have established once more his position 
as a leader In the electrical Industry 
—a position which, thanks largely to 
the exertions of his inventive friends 
on the lay press, he has almost lost.’' 


POPULATION 0^ THE OCEAN. 


A C*r«Ail CMnpntetlon of the IC«iiitb«i 
Afloat on tho AUitntlc. 
A German investigator named Boy- 
sen has issued at Berlin n pamphlet 
containing the result of patient and 
careful research regarding the curious 
problem of what Is the human popula­ 
tion afloat on the Atlantic Oceaii. First 
he spent a long time collecting statis­ 
tics from every port, showing the num. 
ber of ships plying betweeil the vari­ 
ous Atlantic ports, the number of per­ 
sons aboard them and the number of 
days spent at sea. 
He gathered all 
attainable data on these points cover­ 
ing an entire year, and by skillful com* 
bination of his facts he was able t« 
reach some interesting conclusions, 
though in the nature of things he could 
not attain a high degree of exacti­ 
tude. He was unable, for instance, to 
obtain satisfactory data concerning 
warships and the fishing fleets on the 
Atlantic, and so he left them entirely 
out of his calculations. 
Herr Boysen fpund that for the yeai 
under investigation there was a daily 
average of 3651 sailing vessels at sea. 
with 44,899 men In their crews. Every 
day also 1504 steamships, with crews 
numbering 53,263, and 32.565 passen­ 
gers were afloat on the Atlantic. This 
made a dally average for the year ol 
5155 vessels and 130,727 persons spread 
over the whole Atlantic surface. 
The density of the ocean population 
was still more difficult to get at. 01 
course there are wide areas of th« 
ocean which are seldom visited by ves­ 
sels, and for the entire Atlantic Hen 
Boysen found that the average density 
of population for the year he investi* 
gated was only 0.002 per square kilo 
meter (about three-fifths of a squar« 
inlle), which is comparable with thi 
extremely small density of population 
among the hunter and fisher folk of 
the northern half of North America 
The density was more considerable, ol 
course, along well trave’ed oceat 
routes, and Boysen found that betweer 
the British coasts and North America 
the mean density of this fluctuating 
population was 0.01 per square kilo 
meter, which is about equal to thf 
density of population along the ii.rcti( 
Coast of Siberia, W'here there are s 
good many Yakuts and Chukchees; and 
upon the route from England to Gib 
ralta, the density was 0.025 per squar« 
kilometer, as in Patagonia and Terr* 
del Fuego. The most thickly populat 
ed part of the sea. tlie English Chan 
nel, where the average density is 0.07 
Is comparable with the population scat 
tered over Yakutsk, Siberia,

If you wish to unlock the realms of 
poetry and romance you must turn to 
that famous lily of the East, the sacred 
Lily of the Nile, the lotus. 
There is 
hardly a tale in Oriental mythology 
■ wiiere it has not a place. Buddha is 
called “The White Lotus of the Good 
Law,” and is always shoAvn holding a 
lily in each hand. In Egypt this flower 
was represented as the throne of 
Osiris, the god of day. The true Egyp­ 
tian lotus is either blue or w'hite; the 
pink variety was brought to Egypt in 
Roman times, and does not now grow 
there wild. 
It is a native of South­ 
eastern Asia, and was cultivated in 
Egypt for food. Then-oots of the blue 
lotus are also edible, and this fact is 
said to have been made known by Isis 
to her worshipers. The buds and flow­ 
ers of this species were often depicted 
on monuments as earlj' as 3000 years 
before Christ. W’hen the tomb of Ita- 
meses II. was opened in 1881, some of 
the petals of both pink and white lotus 
flowers were found. He reigned 1300 
B. C., and these frail bits of a flower 
survived 'wliere monuments of stone 
and brass had crumbled to pieces. The 
lotus has been Invested with many 
sacred attributes. On the Nile it meant 
fertility. 
The language of the lotus 
reads, “A tree whose fruit is so sweet 
that when foreigners once taste of it 
they forget their own country."—The 
Delineator.

Chi- 
cago holds third place with a record of 
10,922,457. In each case these figures 
show an advance over those of the 
preceding year, which fact has led our 
authority into making some interesting 
prophecies.

Brooklyn) are pledged to pay some-

MusUroomSt 
There are many tiiousands of specler 
of fungi. Among them are a few pra 
lific species which contain a deadly 
poison, and which annually cause dis 
tressing deaths. There are also a few, 
species which contain minor poisons, 
again, a few that can be eaten by the 
majority of persons, but that will affect 
others disagreeably. All of these spe­ 
cies resemble the common fleld mush< 
room in one or more particulars, yef 
if ordinary care is taken to know th< 
mushroom, there is not the slightest 
danger of mistaking any other species, 
either poisonous or edible, for it. Th< 
mushroom must be known by its ap 
pearance and by its place of growth 
To find the mushroom (Agaricus cam- 
pestris) at home one must visit a 
sodded pasture, grassy lane or well- 
manured lawn. Here the tumble-bug 
buries the seed lu the ball containing 
its eggs, or pasturing klue tramp them 
into soil which favors their germina­ 
tion and the growth of the web-like 
vine from which the mushroom is pro­ 
duced. A mushroom is a fruit. Crops 
are often found in April, May and 
June, but it is Jate in August, Septem­ 
ber and well into the colder months 
tliat the m..in crop is produced.—Wc^tt*

An exposure which insures 
sunshine iu winter and breezes in summer, and at least a 
gentle slope away from the building, are considered favorable 
general coaditions. 


The locating of the house on the lot calls for some 
thought; more, perhaps, than is commonly given. The flnishecl 
effect desired should be kept constantly in mind. 
Mistakes 
at the start are bard to rectify. On the one band, closeness to the street 
means convenience of access and an opportunity to develop a garden or other 
wise utilize the space at the rear. On the other band, location back from tbe 
street affords more seclusion and the opportunity to give the bouse an at- 
tractive fore-court for a setting. 
The tendency in many cities and towns 
Is to set the house or bouses too near tlie street. The front piazza is often a 
usual sitting place through «everal months of the year, and the sense of re- 
tirement, with a pleascnt foreground, at these times would be much appre- 
ciated, while at the same time one would not be shut off from the passing life.

Coach is derived from the French 
coche, a diminutive form of the Latin 
conchula, a shell, In which shape the 
body of such conveyances was orig- 
inally fashicned. Seldom, if ever, Is 
the full term 
"omnibus" 
applied to 
those heavy, lumbering vehicles found 
In so many 
large 
cities. With the 
characteristic brevity of English speak- 
ing races the title has been changed to 
"bus." 


These were first seen 
In Paris In 
1S27, and the original name of omni- 
bus Is derived from the (fact that it 
first appeared on the sides of each con- 
veyance being nothing more than the 
Latin word signifying ''for all." 


Cab is an abbreviation for the Ital- 
ian 
word 
"cabriola," 
which 
was 
changed to "cabriolet" 
In 
French. 
Both words have a common derivation 
—"cabriole," signifying a goat's leap. 
The exact reason for 
giving 
It this 
strange application Is unknown, unless 
because of the lightness and springi- 
ness of the vehicle In Its original form.

It 
suffices to know that everybody else 
calls It a hack and to them it is sim­ 
ply that and nothing more. The orig­ 
inal hacks 
were 
termed 
hackney 
coaches because they were drawn by 
“hackneys," a name applied to easy­ 
going, safe-pacing horses. 
Coach is derived from the French 
coche, a diminutive form of the Latin 
conchula, a shell, in which shape the 
body of such conveyances was orig­ 
inally fashioned. Seldom, If ever, Is 
the full term 
"omnibus” 
applied to 
those heavy, lumbering vehicles found 
in so mahy 
large 
cities. With the 
characteristic brevity of English speak­ 
ing races the title has been changed to 
"bus.” 
These were first seen 
In Paris in 
1827, and the original name of omnl 
bus Is derived from the iact that It 
first appeared on the sides of each con 
veyance being nothing more than the 
Latin word signifying "for all.” 
Cab is an abbreviation for the Ital­ 
ian 
word 
"cabrlola.” 
which 
was 
changed to "cabriolet” 
In 
French. 
Both words have a common derivation 
—“cabriole,” signifying a goat’s leap. 
The exact reason for giving It this 
strange application Is unknown, unless 
because of the lightness and springi­ 
ness of the vehicle In Its original form. 
In some Instances the names of spe­ 
cial forms of carriages are derived from 
the titles of the persons who 
Intro­ 
duced them. The brougham was first 
used by the famous Lord Brougham, 
and William IV.. who was originally 
the Duke of Clarence, gave the latter 
name to his favorite conveyance.

hansom 
derives Its 
name from its introducer, Mr. Hansen, 
and the tilbury, at one time a very 
¡fashionable two-wheeled vehicle, was 
called from a sporting gentleman of 
the same name. 
Landau, a city In Germany, was the 
locality In which was first made the 
style of vehicle bearing that name. 
Sulky, as applied to a wheeled con­ 
veyance, had Its cT lgln In the fact that

sulky, selfish person would ride In such 
an affair, which afforded accommoda­

Coupe Is French in origin, being de­ 
rived from the verb couper (coopay), 
to cut.

Before arransclns this disinfectant all 
windows n the room are pasted up, 
and all drawers and clocets are opened. 


After setting the sulphuric add the 
room is vacated and the cracks and 
the keyhole are pasted up from outside. 
In twenty-four hours the room is en- 
tered without closing the door and 
the windows have been thrown wide 
open. 


In another twenty-four hours it is 
thoroughly cleansed with soap and 
water. Be exceedingly careful in the 
use of the sulphuric acid, and procced 
under the doctor's direction.

With what satisfaction I recall my 
visit to Bird Rock, that famous re 
sort for birds just within the passage 
between Newfoundland and Cape Bre- 
ton! Audubon, 
in 
a 
wave 
tossed 
schooner, Jay off the rock for hours 
in the vain hope that he might effect 
a landing; and one could therefore ap- 
preciate weather which permitted one 
safely to run a boat onto the hand's 
breadth of beach beneath the bird-in- 
habited walls towering more than a 
hundred feet above, 
The top 
was 
rcached by means of a crate, a rake, 
and a windlass—apparatus subsequent- 
ly found most useful in reaching points 
of vantage whence to photogi-aph birds 
nesting on the face of ^ e cliff. 


J have not always been so fortunate, 
however, and a trip to study a ^mall 
colony of white pelican» was attended 


by far from satisfactory results. Shce 
and color combine to make those birds 
exceedingly conspicuous, and an oppor- 
tunity to test a rifle upon them is rare- 
ly lost. Where man and gun are found, 
therefore, the birds nest in only the 
most isolated places. 
This particular 
group of about forty birds had select- 
ed an Islet, or, locally a "reef," so far 
out in Shoal Lake, Manitoba, that it 
was wholly invisible from the shor^.

At our approach 
they 
arose, and, with characteristic dignity 
of flight, disappeared far down the 
lake. 
In awaiting their return, con- 
cealed in a small patch of reeds, a 
sudden change occurred in the weather 
and soon wo found ourselves prisoners 
in pelican land. 
Fortunately we had 
a tent-fly, which with a push pole, a 
pair of crossed oars and a camera tri- 
pod, would have made a passable shel- 
ter under ordinary circumstances. But 
in the end the circumstances proved to 
be extraordinary. 
The storm became 
one to date from. Not only were we 
forced to ballast our tent with boul- 
ders. but sitting in a pelican's nest, 
the only available, unfioodod position, 
I passed a good portion of the night 
with my hands clasped around the 
ridge pole of our improvised shelter 
to prevent the whole affair from blow- 
ing into the lake.

reached the mainland, none the worse 
for the experldnce, but the pelicans, 
alas! refused to share their home with 
us, and in their absonce their egcs 
were devoured by the western gulls 
that nested near them.

But reach them we must, and the trip 
of four or five miles was made in a 
twelve-foot punt, the bottom of which 
could be wisely trod on only with 
great caution. 
The reef was reached 
and the splendid white birds 
were 
found sitting on their nests of sand 
and gravel. 
At our approach 
they 
arose, and, with characteristic dignity 
of flight, disappeared far down the 
lake. 
In awaiting their return, con­ 
cealed in a small patch of reeds, a 
sudden change occurred in the weather 
and soon wo found ourselves prisoners 
in pelican land. 
Fortunately we had 
a tent-flj% which with a push pole, a 
pair of crossed oars and a camera tri­ 
pod, would have made a passable shel­ 
ter under ordinary circumstances. But 
in the end the circumstances proved to 
be extraordinary. 
The storm became 
one to date from. 
Not only were we 
forced to ballast our tent with boul­

With w hat satisfaction I recall my 
visit to Bird Rock, that famous re­ 
sort for birds just within the passiige 
between Newfoundland and Cape Bre­ 
ton!

schooner, lay off the rock for hours 
in the vain hope that he might effect 
a landing; and one could therefore ap­ 
preciate weather which permitted one 
safely to run a boat onto the hand’s 
breadth of beach beneath the bird-in­ 
habited walls towering more than a 
hundred feet above, 
The top was 
rcached by means of a crate, a rake, 
and a windlass—apparatus subsequent­ 
ly found roost useful in reaching points 
of vantage whence to photogi-aph birds 
nesting on the face of ■yie cliff. 
J have not always been so fortunate, 
however, and a trip to study a «mall 
colony of white pelicaos was attended 


SWALLOW CHARACTERISTICS. 
It is very easy to remember the barn 
swallow. 
Hay forks are used in the 
barn; this swallow has a very conspic­ 
uously forked tall. 
Remember also 
th at the farmers get much hay down 
in the meadows: you often see barn 
swallows flying low over these mead­ 
ows for insects. 
Keep in mind also 
that the under parts are of chocolate 
color. 
On the upper edge of an excavated 
bank by the roadside there Is a dark 
layer of soil and vegetation. There 1« 
a darl^ band across the breast of the 
bank 'swallow. 
That is easy to re­ 
member. 
The rough winged is much 
the same as the bank swallow, except 
that is has no dark band on the breast. 
Tlie color is a sogty brown. 
There is a steel llchtnlng rod on the 
brown shingles of the ohi farmhouse: 
there is a bright steel-blue patch on 
the brown breast of tho eaves swal­ 
low. 
The tall Is almost as square as 
the end of the roof. The light spot on 
the rump you may also remember. 
This swallow builds a queer gourd- 
shaped nest of mud hanging mouth 
downward under the eaves of the barn. 
This nest, made of pellets of mud. 1» 
very interesting, as it is nicely adapt­ 
ed to the Giant of the eaves and to the 
boards or rafters on which it is fast­ 
ened. 
It is also very Interesting to 
watch these swallows on lauddy shores 
rolling up pellets of mud. 
Take your notebook and write in it 
a list of the principal memberg of a 
few 
of 
these 
confusing 
families. 
Against the name of each bird in the 
list put the chief characteristic as 
stated In any good bird book. 
Four 
families at least should be treated in 
this w^ay—the swallows, the sparrows, 
the Tíreos and the warblers.’-S t, Nich­ 
olas.

goat

the Maltese goat manages to keep up 
its reputation for looks and product­ 
iveness.

The effort in Germany to make al­ 
cohol useful as fuel for engines of vari* 
ous kinds continues, and one of the lat­ 
est developments is the invention, by 
tho chief of the fire department at 
Hanover, of an alcohol firing appar­ 
atus, which is used for an automobile 
fire engine. 
The city of Frankfort is 
also to have an engine of this descrip­ 
tion. 


Chemical examination has revealed 
the fact that a poisonous alkaloid 
known as colanlne is contained ia po* 
tatoes. Little of this poison is found in 
new potatoes, but even new potatoes 
\vhich have grown about the surface 
of the soil and have a green skin arc 
generally known to be poisonous, says 
a scientific autliority. 
When potatoes 
are kept a long time they contain a 
large amount of this poison and many 
cases of serious poisoning have oc­ 
curred in the late summer from eating 
old potaiocs that have been on hand 
for some time. 


Three special radioactive substances 
liaA^e been detected: 
Radium, polo­ 
nium and actinium. 
Of these, polo­ 
nium and actinium have never been 
obtained in a sufficiently high degree 
of concentration to make their pres­ 
ence visible in the spectroscope. Only 
by the evidence of radio-activity can 
their existence be detected. Tlie radio- 
i activity test is ‘'millions of times more 
sensitive than chemical analysis, and 
thousands of times more sensitive than 
the spectroscope.*' 
The percentage of 
radioactive matter in many substances 
In w’^liich these properties have been de­ 
tected is “far less than the percentage 
of gold in sea -water.*'

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Dr. Steiner, a Dutch physician, re^ 
cently made a curious discovery v/hlk 
traveling In Java. He chanced to stop 
one day at Sourabaya, where the Java/ 
nese maintain a large hospital for pris* 
oners. His notice *^"as directed to th€ 
fact that in the treatment of such 
cases as necessitated an anaesthetic 
the native physicians did not resort 
to a drug, but instead they were mani­ 
festly reducing their patients to a 
condition of stupor by compressing the 
carotid artery w^ith their fingers. The 
Dutch physician was so much im­ 
pressed W'ith this primitive method 
of rendering tho patient at least par­ 
tially insensible to pain that he made a 
careful study of it. He discovered that 
this Tnethod of anaesthesia, although 
unknown to modern surgery, was In 
all probability in vogue among the 
ancients. 


Tribe of XSKkimot Found* 
The remnant of a remarkable and 
hitherto lost tribe of Eskim ^ has re­ 
cently been discovered on SSouthamp- 
ton Island, at tlie extreme north end 
of fiudson Bay. It Is said that until 
recently these people have never had 
an opportunity of seeing a white man. 
Their huts are built of tho great jaws 
of whales, covered with skins. In the 
middle Is an elevation, on which is a 
stone lamp used for lighting, heating, 
cooking, melting .snow and drying 
clothes. 
The lamp ic only a dish of 
whale oil, in which is a wick of dry 
moss. 
Indeed, the whale is the chief 
means by which these people live, the 
bones being utilized for making plates, 
cups and sledges, but they a’so use 
sledges of walrus tusks, v/lth deer ant­ 
lers for cross pieces. 
The tribe is 
almost extinct, as only some sixteen 
are left. They speak a dialect peculiar 
to themselves and are vei’y daring 
hunte):8.

England's earliest attempt 
to find a substitute for our cotton was 
during the Lancashire famine caused 
by our Civil War, when Southern ports 
were blockaded. It wi>s then that In­ 
dia became an 
experimental 
cotton 
country, 
John Bright, ridiculing the 
Tory idea of that time that Lancashire 
looms could be fed with Surat (India) 
cotton told of a Manchester minister 
who prayed the Lord to send cotton for 
Its factories and was Interrupted bv 
an earnest voice from the pews: 
“But 
not Surat cotton, 0 Lord!" 
Indian 
cotton still remains an Inferior article. 
Probably England will continue for in­ 
definite years to come to look to these 
United States as she does' now, for tho 
bulk of the over $200,000,000 worth of 
raw cotton which she annually buys 
from abroad—and the rest of Europe 
likewise.
